FOR YATES’ 


Senator Mason Offers to Soot | 


Political Assessments 
Are Employed to Cor- 
rupt Primaries. 


READY TO GIVE FACTS. 


Declares That Money Is Not 
. Used for Republican Party, 
to Advance Gover- 
nor’s Interests. 


Senator William E. Mason asserted yestér- 
day that he was in a position to prove that 
the larger part of the money raiged by polit- 
ical assessments from the state employés 
is used not for party but for factional pur- 
poses. He said he could prove that it had 
been spent to advance the political fortunes 
of Goy. Yates and his friends and not to 
advance the cause of republicanism, as has 
been claimed. He made the following signed 
statement yesterday: 

“To the Editor of Tur TrrevWE: When 
the state convention, controlled by the Yates- 
Lorimer - Hopkins combination, forced 
through the Hopkins resolutions without de- 
bate by the disreputable ruling of North- 
cott, I made the statement suggesting that 
Gov. Yates and Mr. Hopkins could continue 
to levy assessments upon clerks and scrub- 
women, for they would need more money in 
January before the penaiertat fight was 
‘settled, 


Offers to Produce 


“ This statement was regarded by some as 
mere angry resentment at the action of the 
convention, but I had in my possession then 
most of the facts which I herein state and 
which I am ready to prove in the first investi, 
gation which is opened upon this subject, 
whether before a legislative commnitioe or in 
court. 

“ First—The contributions are not volun-. 
tary, but are withheld in most cases, and 
never go into the possession of the employés. 
This is a defalcation which subjects every 
private individual being a party to it to con- 
viction, and every public officer having 
knowledge of it to impeachment for Pen:

** Second—This money. has not gone into 
the treasury of the state republican commit- 
tee, but I am prepared to show that it has 
been corruptly used to despoil the primary

Will Give Names, and Places. 


“As to this eharge, I will furnish at the 
proper time the names and places of the 
men who took this corruption fund from the 
persons having it in charge, and who dis- 
tributed it lavishly and corruptly for the 
work I have just described. 

‘This corrupt practice, I' will show with 
evidence I now have, has been followed in 
at least forty of the counties of the state, and 
I will show that over $100,000 has been used 
to corrupt the primary organization of the 
republican party to secure the nomination 
of the govertior’s candidate for United States 
senator and that a large share of this cor- 
ruption fund has been procured by what is 
legally known as defaication, or breach of 
trust, or larceny, and has taken that much 
away from the aid an@ comfort which 
should have goné to the deaf and dumb, in- 
sane and blind, and other wards of the state 
for whom the taxpayers provide,

Might Impeach Governor. 


The suggestion was made yesterday that } 
if the legislature desired to impeach the 
governor it could find abundant cause 
for doing so in his appointment of 
Senator Len Small to a position of trustee 
of the Kankakee insane asylum and of 
Representative Charles A. Purdunn as trus- 
tee of the Pontiac reformatory. On this 
point section 15, article 4, of the state con- 
stitution reads: 

No person elected to the general nibenibty shall 
receive any civil appointment within the state from 
the governor, the governor and senate, or from the 
general assembly during the term for which he 
shall be elected, and all such appointments shall 
be void. 

“The object of that edabtitutions! in- 
hibition against such appointments,”’ said a 
man who is recognized as one of the authori- 
ties on the subject in Illinois, “‘ is to prevent 
the governor from influencing the actions of 
' members of the general assembly by appoint- 
ing them to positions in his gift. 

** Both Senator Small and Representative 
Purdunn have been made trustees of state 
institutions under Gov. Yates. In the case 
of Small there are some people who make 
the argument that the constitutional pro- 
vision does not apply, as his position is not 
a lucrative one. As a matter of fact, how- 
ever, it has never been suspected that Small 
has lost any money while he has held the 
position, although there is no salary con- 
nected with it. 


Appointment Violates Law. 


The case of Purdunn, however, is differ- 
ent. The trustees of the Pontiac reformatory 
draw a stated sa‘ary of $1,200 a year, and 
at the time Purdunn was appointed he was 
@ member of the house committee which had 
“the fixing of the appropriations for the 
identical institution of Which he was made a 
trustee, as well as those for the other insti- 
tutions of the state in which the governor 
has more or less interest. 

* Were there any desire on the part of the 
general assembly to begin impeachment pro- 
ceedings against the governor, ample war- 
rant could be found im this appointment of 
Purdunn, which is in direct disobedience of 
the constitution. As to the political assess- 
ments, that would hardly form a basis for 


action.”

Plans were made secretly by the police 
for a general move against the auto scorch- 
ers, and the chauffeurs discovered that a 
trap had been laid for them only when they 
had run into it.

About 12:30 
o’clock I was awakened by a rumbling sound, 
but paid no attention to it. Suddenly there 
came acrash, a splitting noise, another crash, 
and I remembered no more, until I was lying 
on a cot near the wreck.’’ 

** When we reached the wreck it was a mass 
of flames,’’ said Sergeant Knotts of Ham- 

mond. “The women were screaming, and 
soon after we arrived the engine of the pas- 
senger train exploded and a second panic 
took place. Almost all the men seemed en- 
gaged in a foot race, heedlessly pushing 
women aside, and it was only after threaten- 
ing to make some arrests imat they became 
quiet.”’ 

Engineer Kline says he was blinded by the 
powerful headlight of the engine on the 
Monon freight train, and could not see the 
red lights on the caboose of the Erie train.

INTERVIEW A-BRIEF ONEv

LONDON, Aug. 18, 3 a. m.—Gens. De Wey, 
Delarey, and Botha visited King Edward on 
board the royal yacht Victoria and Albert 
off Cowes yesterday. Afterwards they in- 
spected the British fleet from the deck of 
the gunboat Wildfire. 

The Boer generals were attired in conven- 
tional frock coats and wore silk hats. They 
were accompanied by their secretaries and 
left London almost unnoticed, as the time 
of their departure had been kept a secret. 
At Southampton they were met by Lord 
Kitchener and Earl Roberts and received on 
board the admiralty yacht Wildfire, which 
steamed immediately for Cowes. 


‘Welcomed by the King. 

When they boarded the royal yacht Vic- 
toria and Albert the king came forward to 
the gangplank and shook hands genialHy with 
each of the generals. He then introduced 
them to Queen Alexandra and the Princess 
Victoria, who also shook hands with them, 
The queen and princess displayed ‘much in- 
terest in the Boer commanders. The gen- 
erals afterward returned with Lord Kitch- 
ener and Lord Roberts. The latter accom- 
panied them to London. 


King Praises Boer Valor. 


The reception by his majesty lasted @ 


quarter of an hour. The king spoke of *‘ the 
gallant and brave manner” in which the 
generals had fought through the long and 
arduous campaign, and of “ the considera- ' 


tion and kindness "’ with which the generals” . 


had treated British wounded. His majesty — 
expressed his warm wishes for their futures. ' 
It was at the king’s suggestion that the 


Boers took the trip around the fleet on board 


the Wildfire. 

Secretary Brebner made the following 
statement last evening in regard to the visit 
of the generals to the king: 

“ After having talked over the visit to the 
royal yacht the generals say they were 
awtully pleased with their reception by the 
king and cannot say enough about it. The’ 
talk was purely informal and no political : 
matters were touched upon. The train was! 
a little late and theinterview was short.” 


Tells of ' the Interview.

NEW TREATY WITH CHINA. 


American Tariff Commissi oner Reports 
That Commercial Compact Was 
Completed on Aug. 15—Three Other 
Powers Are Party to It, but It Must 


Emperer at Pekin Before It Goes 
Into Effect, if at All. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 17.—The state de- 
partment has received a dispatch from T. 8S. 
Sharretts, the treasury expert who was com- 
missioned by the state department to nego- 
tiate a tariff treaty between the United 
States and China, stating that the treay was 
signed on he 15th inst. “a 

It was announced about a month ago that 
the British commissioner had concluded a 
tariff treaty with. China, and it was under- 
stood at that time that the British treaty 
would serve as a basis for similar treaties 
with the United States and other foreign 
countries. 

The state department was advised at the 
time that the rates on imports entering China 
were 12% per cent and the export duties 7% 
per cent. 


May Abolish Likin Tax. 


One of the most important provisions of 
the British-China treaty was that abolish- 
ing the likin tax. It is presumed that 
similar rates are made in the American 
treaty, and that the likin tax is abolished | 
as far as it relates to American goods in 
transit. 

The likin tax has been one of the most 
burdensome exactions of the antiquated 
Chinese system, as it was levied by the offi- 
cials at various points through the interior 
without uniformity and often’ with less re- 
gard for commercial! ends than for the en- 
richment of the local officials. 


Four Powers Sign Treaty. 


LONDON, Aug. 18, 8 a. m.—In a dispatch 
from Shanghai the correspondent of the 
Times says the protocol of the tariff treaty. 
was signed yesterday (Saturday) by the 
Brittsh, American, German and Japanese 
representatives without reservation, and by 
the Austrian, Belgian, and Dutch represent- 
atives ad referendum. The Chinese commis- 
sioners, lacking imperial sanction, did not 
sign the protocol; therefore, if China modi- 
fies it the signatures affixed yesterday will 
be void. The document provides that the 
new tariff hecome operative Nov. 1.

QUOTES LAW ON CIVIL RIGHTS. 


Correspondent Would Have Courts 
Perpetually Enjoin Police from 
| Use of the Sweatbox. 


Chicago,- Aug. 17.—[{Editor. of The Trib- 
une.]—Referring to the Bartholin case, 
I beg to offer our judiciary the following 
points of law, inasmuch as they don’t seem 
to Know any: | 

“Section 2, article IIL, of the constitution 
of the United States says ‘the trial of all 
crimes, excepting cases of impeachment, 
shall be. by jury.’ ”’ 

‘The following amendments to the constitu- 
tion have not been amended or re a 
hence are stiJl in force: 

“ Article IV.—The right of the people to be 
secure in theif persons, houses, papers, and 
effects against unreasonable searches and 
seizures shall not be violated, and no war-

ticularly describing the place to be searched 
and the persons or things to be seized. . 

“ Article V.—No person shall be held to 
answer for a capital or otherwise infamous 
crime unless on a presentment or indictment 
of a grand jury, except in cases arising in the 
land or naval forces, or in the militia, when 
in actual service, in time of war and public 
danger; nor shall any person be subject for 
she same offense to be twice put in jeopardy 
of life or limb, nor shall be compelled in any 
criminal case to be a witness against him- 
self; nor to be deprived of life, liberty, or 
property without due process of law; nor 
shall private property be taken for public 
use without just compensation. ; 

“Article Vi.—In afi criminal prosecutions 
the accused shall enjoy the right to a speedy 
and pyblic trial by an impartial jury of the 
State and district wherein the crime shall 
have been committed, which district shall 
have been previously ascertained by law, and 
to be informed of the nature and cause of the 
accusation;

SUSPECT DEAD; INNOCENT 


POLICE ADMIT FRANK KROLL WAS 
MURDERER. 


Man Thought to Have Shot Policemen 
Pennell and Devine Identified After 
Death as Having Been Wounded 

Some Time Before Shooting Mys- 
tery Occurred—Name Cleared by Dr. 
Brinkerhof, Who Dressed His 
Wound—Mager Refuses to Talk. 


Frank Kroll, ee the police thought was 
implicated in the murder of Policemen De- 
vine and Pennell, died of lockjaw at St. Mary 
of Nazareth hospital yesterday morning at 9 
o'clock. Twelve hours later Dr. C. E. Brink- 
‘erhoff of 187 North Halsted street identified 
the body as that of a man who had been 
taken to his office Aug. 6, some time before 
the shooting of the two patrolmen, suffering 
from a gunshot wound. The injured man 
was accompanied by John McCann, the Kin- 
zie street man who shot and killed his son 
during a quarrel two weeks ago. After Dr. 
Brinkerhoff had dressed the wound the man 
departed and he did not see him again. : 

‘Kroll maintained that he was innocent of 
the shooting of the two policemen. He told 
Lieut. Kandzia of the Rawson street police 
station that he had been shot by Policeman 
Rose of the Sheffield avenue station some 
time during the first week in August. He 
confessed that he had robbed a small candy 
and fruit store at 1358 Clybourn avenue. 
He said that there were two others with him, 
but he would not tell who they were. He 
said that his wound has been dressed by a 
physician at Halsted street and Milwaukee 
avenue. 


Policeman Identifies Kroll. 


The police investigated the story, and Po- 
liceman Rose also identified the body as 
that of the man at whum he had fired on the 
morning Kroll had said. Lieut. O’Hara of 


there was no doubt that Kroll was not with 
the men who had killed Pennell and Devine. 

‘*He was wrongly accused, though we 
have found that he was getting away from 
‘a burglary when he was shot,” said O’Hara 
last night. ‘I thought that he was the man, 
and I must admit some disappointment. But 


will be found if hard work and unceasing 
work will make such a result possible. There 
has been nothing new in the developments 
during the day.” 

Mager Refuses to Talk. 


Stanley Mager, under arrest at the Lake 
street station, had nothing at all to say dur- 
ing the day. He maintains that he was shot 
while at California and Milwaukee avenues. 
When he was shot or by whom he still re- 
fuses to state. He was taken up to the lieu- 
tenant’s office from the cell below a dozen 
times. No one could identify him. Dr. 
Brinkerhoff had never seen him Before. 
Mager was in good humor and smiled as he 
was led back and forth. He is clean shaven 
and walks with a brisk step. 


Crowd Outside the Station. 


Outside the station a curious crowd gath- 
ered every time a patrol wagon drove in 
front of the door. When Dr. Brinkerhoff, 
with a half a dozen detectives from the West 
Chicago avenue station, drove up from St. 
Mary's hospital, where Kroll’s body had 
been identified, a report spread through the 
neighborhood that another suspect had been 
brought in and had been identified. Hun- 
dreds came running to the station until the 
street was crowded. Those nearest the win- 
dows were told that no new arrests had been 
made and then the crowds dispersed.

Ttallan laws exempting members of the

Wheat Not Much Changed. 


It is generally admitted that the strength 
in wheat lies in the cash situation. Viewed 


broadly,.this is the important end of the | 
trade. 


A slight falling off in the No. 1 
northern premium over the September de- 
livery loses the significance that would at- 
tach to such loss earlier in the month, when 
it be considered that inside of two weeks the 
September will be the cash article. The de- 
mand is not less strong than it has been, and 
the supply of contract wheat is rapidly be- 
coming smaller. On one day last week it 
was depleted 800,000 bu, these sales being 
mostly No. 2 red, and the total sales for the 
day larger than the quantity in store. 

Whether or not these stocks are repleted 
depends upon the grading of current receipts, 
and in this direction the crop.is making a 
wretchedly poor showing, less than 5 per 
cent of the receipts being deliverable. 

Up to this time spring wheat receipts have 
been too small to cut’ any figure, and under 
the present conditions of the northwestern 
cash markets it is considered extremely 
doubtful if any of the new wheat from that 
country wil find its way here until much. 
later in the season. With Minneapolis prices 
practically 10c over Chicago, this cannot be 
expected. ‘ 

With final figures out, the trade needs no 
further information ae to the size of the 


crop. There is going to be wheat enough, | 
but all the early indications point to a poor | 


quality. It may be, however, that the farm- 
er ia not putting his best foot forward and 
that the quality may improve later. 

The price situation was fairly steadily up- 
ward, the September delivery closing at 69%c 
on Saturday as against 68c the end of the 
previous week. The high points were 68%c 
Monday, 68%c Tuesday, 7T0%c Wednesday, 
70%c Thureday, 7i%c Friday, and Sat- 
urday. Closing prices were only 4c lower 
on the September than on the previous Sat- 
urday, and unchanged on the December. 


Corn Ruled Fairly Steady, 


The corn market was not a broad one In any 
of its phases. At the close on Saturday the 
September price was %4c lower than at the 


end of the previous week, having picked up 


from 50c op Monday to 52%c on Tuesday, 
reacting to’ 50%c on Saturday, and closing at 
5l44c. The bearish infiuence late came large- 
ly from slightly warmer weather conditions 
throughout the belt. These are conditions 
which have been seriously needed up to this 
time. The weather has practically ever since 
the corn was planted been unseasonably cold, 
and much too wet during the earlier stages. 

There has rarely been a week lately during 


which the corn receipts. have been as much | 


as they should be fora day. The world’s 
supply decreased during the week 1,525,000 
bu, where the corresponding week a year ago 
it increased 175,000 bu. 
. The government report was something of 
a surprise, the condition on Aug. 1 being re- 
ported 1 point lower at-86.5 per cent, com- 
pared with 54 per cent one year ago anda 
ten-year average of 8 per cent.

FAITH ANBRICAN BOOM 


LONDON SHOWS EVIDENCE OF BE- 
“LIEVINGIN PROSPERITY. 


Even thé Most Pessimistic Declare 
What the Good Times Will Continue 
for Seven or Eight Months Longer— 
Tightening of the Money Market in 
Wall Street Is Considered a Factor— 
‘Little Business Done in Stocks of 
Railroads-of the United States.

LONDON, Aug. 16.—Some difference of 
opinion is noted in the city this week in re- 
gard to the recent movements of American 
securities here, but the most reasonable opin- 
ion is that the outlook im the United States 
is distinctly good, while even the most pessi- 
mistic predict another seven or eight months 
I find a marked 
disposition: to believe the west is unable to 
harvest and move its enormouscrops without 
ald from New York, and therefore a tighten- 
ing of the Wall street money market is pre- 
dicted. 

There is a comparatively large supply of 
American paper now circulating in Lombard 
street. This is consequently credited to New 
York’s desire to keep money as easy as pos- 
sible. The volume of business in American 
railroads continues small, and brokers tell 
me that the country inquiries, which invari-. 
ably precede anything like a boom, are 
almost lacking. There has been, however, a 
greatly increased demand from continental 
sources. 

One feature of the week has been the favor- 
able reaction in the Kaffir market, but this 
seems due more to a surety of successfully 
getting over two troublesome settlements 
than tales telegraphed from south Africa of 
new discoveries of gold in remote districts, 
where mine working, considering the present 
scarcity of labor, long will. be a difficult 
process. 

More comfort has been derived this week 
by operators and investors from the prospect, 
however vague at present, of inteHigent co- 
operation among British railways, . which 
promises to check the decrease in dividends. 
It seems to a mere outsider that entirely 
too much has been made lately of syndicat- 


operator, who nearly succumbed under too 
great a,burden of consols and chartereds, 
and whose failure would seriously embarrass 
snany persons in the west end. It seems that 
he cleared £200,000 in the great American 
boom of May, 1901, but had lately lost all, 
while brokers are out £50,000 on his account.

Otto Boesel, Who Lost Two-Thirds of 
His Cuticle in Wolff Plant, Has It 
Replaced by Grafting. 


The recovery of Otto Boesel, the 15 year old 
boy who was burned from ‘the shoulders to 
the heels in the L. Wolff Manufa¢turing com- 
pany’ plant at Robey. street ‘and.Carroll ave- 
nue early in May, has furnished the medical 
profession w a new precedent. Here- 
tofore it has been. considered “almost “im- 
possible to save the life of a person whose 


body was. burned over half of its surface. 


In the case of Boesel, however, he is.con- 


‘valescent after having two-thirds of the 


cuticle burned from him. ae 

Skin grafting saved the life of the boy. 
When the nature of his injuries was known 
he was hurried to the Tabitha hospital. A 
short time afterward Dr. Charles R. Moore 
circulated among Boesel’s fellow workmen 
and told them that all that would savé his 
life would be patches of skin that volunteers 
might give him. Since that time 178 friends 
of the injured boy have bared their arms and 
given a piece of healthy skin from half an 
inch to two inches long and a quarter of an 
inch wide. 

These patches of skin were grafted during 
six clinics. The grafted skin took readily to 
its new location; and now Boesel is up out 
of bed and walking around the hospital. 
Though his body is badly scarred by his 
bath in the molten metal he has full control 
of his limbs. 7

I have seen boys

Young Men Demoralized.

WHEN DEBTORSHIP IS POWER. 
Prof. Herrick Says Consciousness of an. 


} Obligation Should Mark the 


Lives of All. 


i Prof. Herrick, former president 
of Washburn collége, preaching in Pilgrim 
Congregational church yesterday, said con- 
sciousness of debtorship has marked to a 
degree the lives of all our race. 

“In the beginning of Paul's logical and 
profound epistie to the Roman church he 
boldly proc:aims himeeif a debtor,’’ said the 

speaker. ‘“‘He did not need to make this 
statement, but he made it. This was a per- 
sonal debt. It could mot be paid by proxy. 
He did not intend to default in its payment. 
He would have been the last man to take 
advantage of a spiritual bankrupt act.. He 
had received a personal revelation, and be- 
came thereby personally respqnsible for giv- 
ing this revelation to others. 

“This was a universal debt. If he had 
confessed himself indebted to the Greeks ali 
the people would have saidamen. But Paul 
said he was indebted to the barbarians as 
well, and this’ was a strange doctrine to 
Roman ears. His list included every son 
and every daughter of the human family. 

“This was a@ perpetual debt. A long life 
would be too short to discharge it. What 
son ever Gemands from his mother a receipt 
in full for affection bestowed? Paul gladly 
devoted hie time, his strength, his money, 
the powers of his splendid intellect, all he 
was or ever hoped to be, to the liquidation 
of this service which he owed to men. and 
won for them at last the martyr’s crown. 

this consciousness of debtorship 
which has marked to a degree the livesofa.l 
the benefactors of our race. This should 
dominate our systems of education. This 
will solve ouf social and economic problems. 
When this Pauline spirit possesses the 
church, as ‘it might and should, the world 
will confese its victorious power..” 


sisal A. T. Fowler Discusses Relation of 
‘Christianity to Modern. 
Civilization. 

“ Christianity and Modern Civilization ” 
was the subject of Dr. A. T. Fowler's sermon 
yesterday at the Centennial Baptist church. 
He said in part: 

“The. disciples acknowledged their sad ' 
failure when they said, * Why could we not 
cast him out?” Yet they did not fail more 
than some churches have often done in at- 
tempting to meet the needs of the world. 
With the progress of the world in arts and 
aciences, bringing their comforts to men, we 


selves in all earnestness and humility, which 
is in itself the beginning of strength, Why is 
the world’s sin and distress as grievous as 
ever? Is the world less selfish, less sensual, 
| Jess unbelieving, than when Jesus bade the 
disciples go and conquer the world in his 
name? Why do the multitude in mockery 
and even blasphemy pass the church door? 

** The church holds the power by which this 
‘work is to be accomplished. The gospel of 
‘Jesus Christ only can renovate the world. 
‘There’ is nothing else that can perform the 

task. What is the church worth if it can- 
not deal with the sin of the world? The 
work of the church is to save mankind, in the 
fullest sense of that term. Thechurch is not 
for amusement but salvation, not for —e 
but redemption.’’ 


BISHOP OF ZURICH PREACHES. 


John Heyl Vincent Talks at University 
on Warrowness of the > 
Church. 


Bishop. John Heyl Vincent of Zurich, 
Switzerland, the university preacher for the 
day, spoke yesterday morning on “* The Nar- 
rowness of the Church.” He showed many 
ways in which the church was accused of nar- 
rowness for applying the same methods that 
would be admitted to show common sense 
in other departments of tife. Taking up the
